Ln complying with the Defires of many, 
and with the Diétates of Philanthropy, 
bope I may procure my Medicinal Receipts 

Gud Proceffes the move favourable Recepti- 
on, if I foew, that I might juftly have a 
peculiar and perfonal Repugnancy to this 
Work. For many may think it firange, as 
L[my felf have been prone to do, that I fbould 
prefume to recommend Medicines to others, 
who for divers Years have been fo infirm 
A { 
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and fickly my felf. And fome, ’tis like, will 
upbraid me with, Medice, cura teipfum. 
But on this Occafion, I may reprefent, that 
being the thirteenth or fourteenth Child of 
a Mother, that was not above 42 07 43 
Years old when fhe died of a Confumption, 
"tis no wonder I have not inherited a robuft 
or healthy Conzjlitution. Many. alfo have 
faid, inmy E xcitfe, as they think, that I 
brought my felf to fo much Sick lini by o- 
ver-much Study. But I muft add, that 
tho both the foremention’d Caufes concur- 
ved, yet Limpute my infirm Condition more 
10a thi ivd, than to both together: For the 
grand Or jeinal of the Mifchiefs that have 
for many Years affiitted me, was a Fall 
from an unruly Horfe into a decp Place, by 
whith I was fo bruifed, that I feel the bad 
Effetts of it to this Day. For this Mif- 
chance happening ia Ireland, and I being 
forc’d to take a long Fourney before I was 
wellrecover d, the bad Weather I met with, 
and the as bad Accommodation in Irith Inns, 
_ and the Miftake of au unskilful or drunk- 
en Guide, who made me wander almoft all 
Night upon fome wild M fountains, put me 
onto a Fever and a Dropfy (viz. an Anafar- 
ca:) For a compleat Cure of which I pafs'd 
into England, and came to London; but 
in fo unlucky a ilo that an ill-condition'd d

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Fever rag’d there, and feiz’d on me among 
many others; and though thro’ God’s Good- 
nes I at length recover'd, yet left me ex- 
ceeding weak for a great while after; and 
then for a Farewel, it caft me into la vio- 
lent Quotidian or double Tertian Ague, with 
a Senfe of Decay in my Eyes, which du- 
ring my long Sicknefs I had exercis’d too 
much upon critical Books fuf’d with He- 
brew, and other Eaftern Charaders. £ 
will not urge that divers have wonder’ d that 
a Perfonin fuch bad Circumftances, by the 
Help of Care and Medicines, (for they for- 
get what ought to be afcrib’d to God) fhould 
be able to hold out fo long againft them. But 
this after the foregoing Relation may well 
be [aid, that it need be no great V onder, if 
after [uch a Train of Mifchiefs, which was 
fucceeded by a [corbutick Cholick that firuck 
into my Limbs, and deprived me of the Ufe 
of my Hands and Feet for many Months, 
L have not enjoyed much Health, notwith- 
fanding my being acquainted with feveral 
choice Medicines, efpecially fince divers of 
thefe I dare not ufe, becaufe by long fitting, 
when I had the Palfy, I got the Stone, 
voiding fome large ones, (as well as making — 
bloody Water) and by that Difeafe fo great 
a Tenderne/s in my Kidneys, thot I can bear 
no Diureticks, tho’ of the milder Sort, and .

Lf fome Receipts or Proceffes (for I hope 
they will not be many) fhould happen to be: 
met with in the following Collettion, that 
may be alfo found either in fome printed Book 
or other, tis hoped an indulgent Reader will 
either excufe or pardon that venial Fault, 
e/pecially if we confider, Firft, That nei- 
ther Phyfick nor Chymifiry being my Pro- 
Feljion, I did not think my [elf oblig’d to 
peruse any fiore of Medicinal Books, and 
therefore may well be [uppos’d to be unac- 
guainted with a great many of them, much 
more with many of their Receipts and Pro- 
ceffes. And indeed I find by fome of the 
later printed Catalogues of Bouks written 
about the Phyficians Art, that there is a 
Multitude of them, which when I wrote, 
I had never feen, or perhaps Jo much as 
beard of.

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Authors, [pecially that write either Syftems 
or Colleétions, to fet down fiore of Prefcri- 
ptions dittated by their Conjectures, not their 
Trials; and yet without giving a diftin 
Charatter of almoft any of them in parti- 
cular: That if Ihad met therewith fome 
of the fame that I am {peaking of, L foould 
not have [elected them from a great Num-. 
ber of other undifiinguifl’d ones: And tis 

eafy to obferve, that there is a great deal of 
Difference betwixt being told by an Author 
that many things, and among the veft, but 
not before them, this or that Drug, or Re- 
ceipt, is good for fuch a Difeafe and to have 
particular Notice given of it; and not on= 
ly to be confivnrd that tis good, but to be 
told how good it is, and poffible aifo that it 
may be ufefully employ'd in other Diftempers 
befides thofe for which "tis prefcribed in the 
printed Book. 

The moft of thefe Receipts are intended 
chiefly for the Use of .thofe that live in the 
Country, in Paces where. Phyficians are 
fearce, if at all, to be bad, efpecially by 
poor People.

aii HE following Prefcriptions 
f~s,| are a Part of a Collection 
eVed| of Receipts and Proceffes, 
yi that from time to time 
mace’ have been recommended to 
me by the Experience of others, or ap- 
prov’d by my own: Receipts, that being 
parable or cheap, may eafily, be made 
ferviceable to poor Country People. 

For Medicines fo fimple, and for the 
moft part fo cheap, I have found all of 
them to be good in their Kind; and 
though I think moft of them fafer than 
many other Medicines that are in great 
Requeft, yet I do not pretend that thefe 
fhould play the Part of Medicines and 
Phyficians too; but that they may be 
ufefully employed by one who. knows 
how to adminifter them difcreetly. 


I di- 
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I diftinguifh them into three Claffes 
or Orders, annexing to the Title of each 
particular Medicine one of the three 
firft Letters of the Alphabet; whereof 
Ais the Mark of a Remedy of the high- 
eft Claffes of thefe, recommended as ve- 
ry confiderable and efficacious in its kind. 
B denotes a fecond or inferior Sort, but 
yet to be valuable for their good Ope- 
ration. C belongs to thofe Remedies that 
are of the loweft Order, though.good 
enough not to be defpifed. 

Thole Receipts which were my own, 
are exprefled in my own Terms; fo al- 
fo thofe which I received from others by 

Word of Mouth: But them which were 

imparted to me in Writing, though I 
my felf would not have worded them
